Coleman Credit and Savings Union, at its 
annual meeting February 5th reported a very 
successful year to the 200 persons attending 
the banquet held in the Elks hall.

“The good eye health of every 
person in Canada has long been 
a concern of the C.N.I.B..” said 
A. N. Magill, managing director 
of The Canadian National Insti¬ 
tute for the Blind. He was dis¬ 
cussing the decision of his organ¬ 
ization and The Canadian Coun¬ 
cil of the Blind to devote White 
Cane Week, their annual educa¬ 
tion period, to the preservation of 
sight. 

Since 1962, the C.N.I.B. has de¬ 
veloped the E. A. Baker Founda¬ 
tion for Prevention of Blindness 
:o provide scholarships and fellow¬ 
ships to opthalmologists and their 
a’lied services for research, equip¬ 
ment and other facilities not avail¬ 
able through regular channels. 

“Through this service to doc¬ 
tors, we hope to contribute to the 
eye health of the nation,” Mr. 
Magill said. Working under a Bak¬ 
er Foundation grant, one of elev¬ 
en made during the past year, an 
oculist discovered a new lesion of 
the cornea which is affecting up 
to 80 per cent of all males over 
forty in the Canadian Arctic. His 
discovery points the need for a 
constructive eye care program in 
the Far North. 

The C.N.I.B. also takes part in 
glaucoma surveys on a commun¬ 
ity basis to detect this disease n 
its early stages. “We estimate 
that 100,000 Canadians over forty 
years of age have glaucoma to¬ 
day and don’t know it because of 
its painless attack on sight,” the

Working with Industrial Acci¬ 
dent Prevention Associations and 
Workmen’s Compensation Boards, 
the C.N.LB. operates the Wise 
Owl Club of Canada to encourage 
industrial employees to wear safe¬ 
ty glasses. “Although 500 plants 
hold charters in the club each year 
more than 300,000 eye accidents 
occur in industry alone,” Mr. Ma¬ 
gill explained. He urged that we 
use recognized safety rules at work 
and at home and seek medical aid 
immediately when an accident 
happens.

Sabin Oral Folio Vaccine is now 
available, free of charge, to all 
Albertans who have completed 
the series of three Salk polio in¬ 
jections, according to the Hon. Dr. 
J. Donovan Ross, Alberta Minister 
of Health. 

Qualifying adults and children 
may obtain the treatment from 
City Health Departments and local 
Health Units. Also, for the first 
time, the Sabin vaccine will be 
available in the Fort McMurray, 
La Crete and Wabaskau areas 
through the Municipal Nursing 
Service. 

The Sabin vaccine is more than 
just a booster—it also prevents 
those protected by it from becom¬ 
ing carriers of the polio virus. 
Treatment consists of two drops 
of the vaccine on a piece of lump 
sugar being taken by the appli¬ 
cant, followed by a similar dose 
six weeks later. 

Albertans are urged to protect 
themselves and their families by 
obtaining this final stage of treat¬ 
ment against polio infection. 

Those who have yet to complete 
their Salk injections should do so 
immediately.

The Hon. J. Donovan Ross, the 
Minister of Health, has announced 
tnat measles vaccine will now be 
available for all children in Al¬ 
berta who are between three 
months and three years of age. 
and who have not had the disease 
The measles vaccine will be given 
at clinics to be held throughout 
the province by City Health De¬ 
partments, Health Units and Muni¬ 
cipal Nursing Services. 

Measles vaccine has now been 
in use in North America on a pri¬ 
vate basis for two and a hall 
years, and has been shown to be 
a safe and effective way of pre¬ 
venting measles. Contrary to pop¬ 
ular belief, measles is not just a 
simple childhood disease, but one 
which can have serious consequen¬ 
ces. In 1964 in Alberta, nine child¬ 
ren died as a result of measles, 
and many others were made seri¬ 
ously ill.
